Cardwell on tho Colonics. 



Eepeated roferoneo having been 
made to an important speech delivered 
by Mr. Cardwell, at Oxford, prohaps 
wo cannot do bettor 'than piaeo that 
portion of it which relates more imuiedi- 
atoly to the Colonial qaostion boforo 
our readers :— 

"ilDgland is not only a great nation in 
herself, but it is our boast that she is a 
mother of nations, which are a'readj 
growing to be strong and poworlul na- 
tions like herself. Well, towards tboeo 
colonies tbore aro two policies. Tho 
first policy, which not many years ago 
was abandoned, was tho policy of patron-, 
age. Wo eat to conduct their govern- 
ment in London — to do, as thoy say on 
tho other flido of the Atlantic, their 
thinking for thorn ; bm thoy very 
naturally preferred to arrango their own 
government and do ihoir own thinking 
tor themselves, and they wore quito in 
tho right. Tncy say what one of our 
poets has put into our mouths. — 

"We r/i'tst bo froo or did 

Who t(„iko tbo tongue that Shakcspoaro rpoke, 
Trio Hiith and morals hold Hint Siiltuu hold." 

Well, then, the policy of governing 
from home was a total and entire fail- 
ure, and it deserved to bo. We have 
substituted for it the policy of doing 
whatevor lies in us to encourage them 
in the development of their owu power, 
in tho increase of their <>wn resources, 
in tho continual engendering and stim- 
ulating among them of tho spirit of self- 
reliance which is the prerogative if 
Englishmen and tho cause of their suc- 
cesB. Well, that naturally implies that 
tho apparatus of Government in ordi- 
nary liraos should also ho furnished by 
... Jjjgmf nlgns*. ...The. one is ft pnrt.llary p..'... 
the other. Look, for instance, lo tho 
great Dominion of Canada, Withic the 
last few years an Act ot Parliament bns 
been passed by which all the colonies ol 
British North America may, if thoy 
think fit, be consolidated into one Domin- 
ion. Already tho Dominion extends to 
Newfoundland, on the east, to tho Pocky 
Mountains, on the west, and in tho Act 
of Parliament which it lies with them 
to give effect to they are empowered to 
extend it from the Atlantic to the Paci- 
fic Ocean. They have already on army 
which is counted by tens of thousands, 
and tboy have such a merchant navy 
that if thoy choose to adopt tho Act 
of Parliament which has boon passed 
for that purpose thoy may become, un- 
der the flag of our common Sovereign, 
one of the first mariliino Powers iu the 
world. This, 1 cout ud, is the true 
policy, not only for their benefit, but 
for ours. If we had adhered to the 
former policy they would have been 
very muoh liko what branch railways 
have unfortunately been to tho parent 
trunk. They would bo suckers, u r >t 
feeders. But adopting the latter policy, 
tbey aro sources of streugth and of 
honor— they are goms in tho diadem 
of our common Monarch, and when- 
ever the time comes that wo have 1 to 
meet and confront danger, then the 
powerful mother country will call for 
tho support of powerful colonies, ond 
ihero will be a confederation such us 
perhaps tho world never saw under a 
single Sovereign. Whereas, if wo hud 
adhered to the ancient policy the uios 
ther cuntry', rendered weak by the dis* 
pers'ton of its forces, would havo had 
in the hour ot danger to go to the as- 
sistance of colonies rendered weak by 
never being encouraged to raise and 
train and discip'ine forces of their own." 
. Such words tpok.cn by a statesman of 
Mr, CurdweH'H ixperioiito and posi- 
tion are entitled to carry very great 
weighs, and would seem to dispel an 
impresniuu wbiuii Lad guiiiuui ground 

in the public ruin I, viz. that tho now 
colonial policy of tho Empire was one 
of abandonment or disintegration. Tho 
colouihU will very readily ugroo wiib 
mneh ot this ; they will concur with 
Mr. (Jatdwell in thinking they can 
" arrange their own government and do 
their own . thinttlugV much better 
than can bo douo for them at the Colo- 
u al Ollico in London, and thoy huvc 
not yet to discover that the policy of 
governing from home was a total and 
"entire lailurt>, and it deserved to bo 
yot it is i ppn to question whether they 
will ko readily admit that thoy b ,vu 
longer any claim lor assistance.

Fearful Butchery in France. 

The telegraph has mada frequent allusions 
reoently to the myttorious assassination ut a 
whole fumily near Paris. Here are the 
dreadful particulars, which wo aitmot from 
an English paper : 

On Monday evening two of thoBe unsight- 
ly lumbering oarts called tombertaux travers- 
ed Paris from north to south. They follow- 
ed tho brilliant line of the Boulevards Ma- 
l>enta, Strasbourg, and Sebastopol ; «nd 
turning into the Rue de Rivoli, gained the- 
Place do I'LIotel do Ville, whence thny wero 
directed on the Morgae. A sergeant's com- 
pany of noldiere, headed by eight pulicerac. 
and four mouoted goDdairaea, guarded them. 
These manoro oarts were covered with black 
cloths. What could tliay be ? They im- 
pressed the street idlers with a sanae of mys- 
tery and terror. Somo thought they con- 
tained the debria of an internal machine 
« hiob had been seized by the am Noriiies, 
Others opined o powdor magezino or n store 
ot Orsini bombs. When tbe tombenaiix 
stopped in front of the dead-house, which 
was surrounded by other soldiers, the hluok 
coverings were lilted off, and sir bleeding 
mutilated corpses taken out. They wero 
then undressed and waahed, and laid upon 
the marble sin bs in the glass room. Tho 
crowd was not admitted to see tho corpsee. 
This exceptional interdiction excited public 
ouriosity to the bigl\mt pilch. Humors cir- 
culated ol unother explosion of piera'.e o[ 
potassium, ef a fatal accident on tbe North- 
ern Railway, ol a houae thnt had fallen in on 
its inhabitants, ol a wicked ups escaping 
from tbe Jardm ties Plantes, and butchering 
a whole family in whoso dwelling ho had 
concealed himself, and of a furious madman 
asaassinuting his wife and children. Of the 
six corpses, one was a woman about 40 years 
old, dreasod in u rich black Bilk, witb n 
watoband chain, olegant gold earring-, brarr- 
lets, and t'iree rings on her hacked fingers. 
Four were the bodies of lads wbusa age* 
ranged from aeven to seventeen, and one ol 
a little girl, with long curling fair hair, a 
blue silk Irock and a bavette (rimmed wiib 
ValenoicDue» lace. Stw bIbo had earrirgs 
The bovs were dressed in tho costumes worn

on their caps, nno of thorn had a gold watcb 
and chain and a wreath, such as childrou 
here wear at religious fetes. The eldest had 
301. in his packet, and tbe lady 7f. and sir 
railway roturn tickets from Roiocy to Paris. 
The elder victims were so mangled as to give 
rise to the supposition that their aasas^in or 
ussassw a wished to tender rbeir recognition 
impossible. The face of tbo woman, who 
was the mother of the Bve children, was dis- 
figured wiib cuts. The oarhtid nrtery was 
severed in three places. Her rig b I orui was 
hewn under the biceps, and there were up- 
wards of a hundred wounds in her breas'. 
The baby, lo which bIic waa aoou to have 
Given birth, was pierced in the braiu. The 
eku'l ol a lad of seventeen was beaten in ; to 
make sure of bis death, his murderer alter 
knocking out his brain?, tied tight a black 
silk cravat round his neck, This young Itl- 
low must have n.ade a desperate fight tor 
life. His clothej were rent, as if in a strug- 
gle, his knuckles skinned, as it la dealing 
blows, acd a quantity ol dark curly buir was 
inbis left. hand. There ware twenty knife 
or dagger wounds on the face ot tbe boy of 
elavoo years old. His eyes we-e banging 
out, and lis head hanging off bii body, to 
which it was only attached by a single ten- 
don. A boy ol seven was only stabbed 
thrico in the neck. His brother, aged four- 
teen, was battered, as if »ilh a mallet, iu 
the nape of the neck, and then ruu through 
the lungs. Tho last body diawn out of the 
oart was tlvit of tbe little girl. Her face was 
not mutilated. Tbe arm of the murderer 
had grown tired when her time came to die. 
But hiB heart was not melted witb ber child- 
ish beauty, for, with a singular care lor ber 
piotty toilette, on which there is not a mark 
of the knifj, he mudo a deep borizJDtal in- 
ceaion across the umoilical region. Who 
were these unfortunate beings, and where 
oid ihey come twin? Ttie whole story ol 
how tbeir curpa;s wer>.! discovered is betore 
the wurld. It thus happened : A laborer o( 
tho name of Langloia was traversing, at 4 
o'clock oo Monday morning, to go to his 
work in a market »arden, the dreary plain ol 
Plaiio, not lar from Remain villor, and l)ing 
close to the Strasburg line of railway as it 
issues from tbo fortifications of Pans. On 
thepaf"> he observed somo spots of blood. 
A lew yards further ho came upon a pool ol 
blond, and thon upon a second, in which 
there were frstMneuis of what be took lo be 
tiumuu brains and atuii. But there was no- 
body any., bcre in sik,ht. However, on 
looking around, tesawin th" plowed eanh 
a mound two yards long by one in breadth, 
which though tbe narks ol the ploughshare 
were imitated upoi it, struck birr us being 
made with a npH». The DOlior ■truck him 
of iti being the <;rive where tne assassin bad 
stowed away his victim, and so he tossed 
away the loose eLy, ail black witb tbe 
smoke ol neighboring factories. Before he 
penetrated many inches ho came upon n 
woman's arm. Toirilied at bis di-covery, he 
rushed to the nearest police elation to give 
tho alarm. But as there was nobody there, 
> went and '',ave the alarm lo the soldiers 
ir, the Fort ol Aubevi lets. The;, provid d 
.nth. apudes, eel ou' lo knock up tho Com- 
misaary and tUe t<n ploy eta ot tba railwuy 
siation. When the- woman's corpse waa un- 
covered they found l>i"B on it a little girl, 
and under them the tour boya. All the 
bodies were quite warm, and the joinia 
flexible. A steam arose from the blood in 
which they wero bathed The railwav 
guards recognized in the occupants of the 
gruve a handsome olivo oomplenoned ludy 
end five joyous childrou who bid como the 
day betore Irom Raincy, whore, ua the 
youngest boy told them, thoy bad dined. 
They Bpoko French fluently, but with a Flem- 
ish accent. At the station they were mot by 
two men, by whom they were accosted and 
whom ihey seemed lo have been GlpCoting, 
But u third, whom ihey also awtmed, did 
net appear, und they left with tho new 
comeis to meet him. The grave, it is highly 
probably, wui dug by the absent one, who 
Bent his tccomplico to briug the lady und her 
children to it, in order to make uw«y ensi ly 
with tho corpses. From what has transpired, 
the person whotn she went to moat was bor 
oldest son,, a yoAnj; man of twenty, who bad 
been sent Item Rubaix, by his lather lo hod 
uecompllces to aid i.im in tho commission ol 
this frightlul und utnatural carnage! He 
had, a week belore, taken lodgings at the 
'Hotel ou Ghomin de Pet da Ford, under the 
assumed name of Jean KdUUb, anil wus in- 
Heribed in the register ua an artizin ol itou- 
Tniix, a manulacluring town In the north of 
France. He naid that ha had a good deal 
ol night work in the factory, where be ob- 
tained employment, and wanted the bedroom 
prinoipully in tho daytime. Tho unewineas 
ol his inuuner, the siuistet oxpresfion ot bit 
countenance, the softness ol his hands and 
thu fact that ho did not occupy nis lodging 
half an nour out nl tho twenty-four, and 
never Mept io bis bed, exulted tbo Husptcioua 



of (he landlady, who directed bor servants 
to woteh bim closely. At hst, Sunday, n 
lady with five cbildrou iseued from tho north- 
ern railway terminus, and entering the hotel, 
asked ot the bureau for Jean Kincke. The 
clerk said he was not thero, but suggested 
that he mighl bo fouod iu tho restaurant, 
where she wenl to ioek him, but without 
ouoceBB. 'Tho landlady askod her to sit 
down, and inquired if she wished to diue, 
to which she auswered that she learod a 
dinner thero would bo too expensive, and be- 
sides, she said, arrangements might be mude 
for her and tho children to dine elsewhere.

(Trowing im- 
patient, she asked if alio could engoge two 
double bedded rooms and lenvo the bosket, 
the little leuther satchel, and a obild's coat 
she carried, ut tho hotel, while she and tbe 
children «ent in eoarcb ol the person they 
wanted. She nevor returned to sleep iu the 
rooniB she engaged, or In claim tbe parcols. 
Two hours ulter aho le It, a dispatoli came 
from Ronloia for Jean Kincke, containing the 
words, "Delay a Utile luuger ; all is not pre- 
pared.'' Next morning Juan Knieke re 
turned with o 'Strange mar . Tbey hurried 
op stairs and the loriner rapidly changed his 
clothe'. When they came back, tbey lell 
tbe key ol iba bedroom on tbe bureau, and 
would not wait for the chango of the bill, 
Jean Kincke saying that he was hurried, and 
would trust the hou^o with seven franos for 
a fow hours. Iu tbe drawers, the chamber- 
maid found a b'.ood-3tain >-d shirt and trowserK, 
and a handkercbiel exac y similar to some 
in the lady's basket, with which some mat 
ter had been pmbably wiped oil Kincke's 
hands.
